Building. Housed werksheps. Appreximately 275 x ? x 20 m. 
The building was believed to be stucceed brick and single- 
stery. Seurce described the building as being similar to 

a large hall with high ceilings. Skylights were observed 
on the reof. A large windowed area covered most of the 
side of the building adjacent to the rail lime. Large 
pieces of machinery could be seen through the windows but 
source was unable te identify them. EM not recall 
having seen windows, on the north and south sides of the 
puilding. This building was built sometime before source's 
arrival in Brno in 1946, It was prebably a pre-Werld War II 
construction. , 


Building. Light gray stucceed brick, approximately 100 x 

25 m., five er six steries high, flat reef, roefing material 
waknowr. Appeared to be an office building. 

Buildings (three). Each was a light gray stucceed brick 
building, approximately 50 x 15 #20 m., five or six steries 
high with flat reof.
